quence  in  religious  song,  Music  is  capable  of  the 
swwtest  and  the  most  varied  expression. 

B.  It  does  not  present  a  language  which  is  copi- 
^  and  intelligible.  There  are  two  passages  in  the 
Epistles,  which  set  this  whole  subject  at  rest. 
They  require  the  use  of  psalms  and  hymns  and 
spiritual  songs  ;  to  be  sung,  (or  musically  spoken) 
and  that  with  melody  of  heart  to  the  Lord.  Could 
anything  be  plainer  ? 

A.  I  recollect  the  passages.  They  require  the 

use  of  intelligible  language,  and  right  affections 
of  heart.  • 

B.  This  is  not  all.  The  preceding  verse  in  each 
connection  suggests  a  prerequisite.  The  one  is,  to 
be  filled  with  the  Spirit;  and  the  other,  to  let  the 
word  of  God  dwell  richly  within  us;  from  which 
it  is  plain  that  real,  and  not  personcUed  devotion, 
is  intended.  And  as  to  the  universality  of  obliga¬ 
tion  ;  it  is  plain  that  every  one  is  bound  to  give 
praise  to  God,  in  the  best  and  most  acceptable  way. 
Every  one  for  himself  is  bound  to  ask  favors  of  God. 
He  must  do  so,  or  die  eternally.  And  is  he  not 
bound,  also,  to  give  thanks  for  mercies  received — 
and  to  do  so  in  the  constituted  way  ?  Is  it  no  sin 
for  those  who  have  received  infinite  blessings  from 
God,  to  be  habitually  negligent  in  reference  to  the 
subject  of  praise  1 

A.  It  is  a  sin,  and  a  grievous  one.  The  general 
apathy  on  this  subject  is  a  shame  and  a  reproach. 

B.  And  it  shall  be  for  a  lamentation. 

A.  But  you  would  not  carry  your  views  so  far 
as  to  lessen  the  achievements  of  the  musical  art  ?

IV  A  RETURNED  MIBSIONABV. 

Modes  of  SMutation  and  Appearance  Abroad. 

In  their  forms  of  address  and  behavior  in  com¬ 
pany, the  Hindoos  may  be  considered  a  polite  nation. 
While  it  cannot  be  denied  that  many  of  their  court¬ 
eous  phrases  and  lowly  prostations  are  but  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  flattery  and  deceit,  given  as  the  requirement 
of  custom  rather  than  the  language  of  the  heart, 
yet  to  the  eye  and  ear  there  is  much  that  is  agree¬ 
able  and  prepossessing  in  their  conversation  and 
deportment,  especially  before  strangers  and  superi¬ 
ors.  An  illustration  of  some  of  these  customs  will 
be  introduced,  as  likely  to  place  the  subject  more 
clearly  before  the  reader’s  mind  than  can  be  done 
by  mere  didactic  statement. 

I  am  at  my  table  writing,  when  a  native  visiter  is 
announced.  Permission  being  given  him  to  come 
in — he  slips  off  his  sandals,  leaving  them  on  the 
verandah — removes  his  toga  from  his  shoulders, 
binding  it  around  his  waist — and  entering  the  room, 
approaches  me  with  his  body  slightly  bent  forward, 
his  arms  outstretched  in  front,  and  upon  the  up¬ 
turned  palms  of  his  hands,  the  little  fingers  touch¬ 
ing  each  other,  presents  me  two  or  more  limes,  as  a 
peace  offering.  These  I  graciously  remove,  with 
my  right  hand,  and  place  them  upon  the  table, 
while  he  makes  his  salaam,  either  by  raising  his 
right  hand  to  his  forehead  and  letting  it  fall  to  its 
former  position  at  the  side,  or  bowing  and  touch¬ 
ing  my  feet  and  his  forehead  in  three  rapid  succes¬ 
sions.  or  in  bending  still  lower  and  grasping  my 
feet  and  placing  his  hand  on  the  crown  of  my  head. 
This  over,  I  ask  him  to  take  a  seat,  which  he  does, 
“pedibus  inlortis,"  on  the  floor  !  I  do  not  request 
him  to  move  his  hat,  for  that  is  not  required  by  the 
rules  of  Hindoo  etiquette.  In  reply  to  the  usual 
interrogatory,  ‘  Are  you  well  T  he  says :  ‘  By  your 
favor.  Sir,  lam  well,'  or,  if  he  be  of  a  serious  dis¬ 
position,  ‘  By  God's  grace  and  your  favor.  Sir,  I 
am  well.'  To  avoid  all  apparent  unseemliness  I 
ask  no  questions  about  his  wife,  but  inquire,  in 
general  terms,  if  the  family  are  well,  to  which  a 
similar  reply  is  returned.  As  various  topics  come 
up,  it  is  noticeable  that  he  dissents  from  nothing  I 
advance — he  expresses  a  strong  desire  always  to 
have  ray  favor — and  enters  into  no  argument,  lest

the  paucity  of  remark  in  the  speech,  is  amply  made  up 
by  the  firankness  of  the  Ministerial  commurications.  A 
series  ofGoveminental  measures  have  been  foreshadowed 
some  of  first-rate  importance,  and  all  indicating  a  long 
and  eventflil  session.  The  Colonial  Policy,  now  a  preg¬ 
nant  topic,  is  to  be  developed  on  Monday;  Irish  mea¬ 
sures  are  to  be  up  on  Wednesday ;  completion  of  the 
Navigation  reform.  Parliamentary  reform,  Savings-banks 
and  National  education,  are  on  the  Ministerial  docket, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  debates  that  are  threatened  on  the 
vexed  question  of  Free-trade,  &c. 

The  Death  of  Lord  Jeffrey  will  not  fail  to  excite 
more  than  a  passing  notice  on  your  side  of  the  water. 
Sinca  the  death  of  Chalmers,  he  has  held  the  first  place 
in  the  literary  annals  of  Scotland,  and  has  gone  down  to 
his  grave  in  ripe  old  age,  with  the  sincere  reverence  and 
affection  of  his  countrymen.  As  the  originator,  and 
long-while  editor  of  the  Edinburgh  Review,  and  as  a 
critietd  writer  of  unsurpassed  acumen,  power  and  grace, 
he  deserved  the  partiality  of  distinction  he  received,  and 
will  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  lights  of  the  age.  In 
so  brief  a  space  as  I  can  command  in  these  glances  at 
the  times,  I  can  help  your  readers  to  no  estimate  of  his 
genius  or  his  labors.  At  one  time  he  was  supposed  to 
be  infected  with  the  skepticism  once  so  painfully  char¬ 
acteristic  of  Scottish  literary  society ;  but  his  late  years 
have  witnessed  great  changes  of  views 


lessened  by  the  discontinuance  of  the  Sunday  editions 
of  two  important  journals — the  Spectator  and  the  John 
Bull.  The  favor  which  the  discontinuance  met  with  at 
the  hands  of  the  newsmen,  I  hope  will  encourage  others 
to  yield  thus  much  to  the  demands  of  public  morals. 

Lord  Denman,  it  is  said,  yielding  to  the  representa¬ 
tions  of  Lord  Brougham,  his  early  friend,  has  at  length 
determined  to  retire  from  the  Bench.  His  successor  is 
to  be,  of  course.

It  was  a  divine  wisdom 
which  guided  them  to  the  adoption  of  that  sole 
principle  which  has  been  found  able  to  assail  the 
evil  successfully,  the  principle  of  entire  abstinence 
from  the  means  of  intemperance.  It  was  the  Spirit 
of  God  who  gave  to  the  truths  they  uttered  such 
weight  upon  the  minds  of  men,  in  spite  of  all  oppos¬ 
ing  influences.  It  was  He,  who,  by  a  power  scarce¬ 
ly  less  than  that  which  brought  order  out  of  chaos 
in  the  creation,  wrought  among  the  drunkards  them¬ 
selves  ;  causing  them  by  a  spontaneous  movement, 
to  throw  aside  their  cups,  and  become  men  again.

The  Education  Guestion  in  Scotland,  is  now  an 
absorbing  topic,  which  threatens  more  than  one  religious 
sect  with  serious  convulsions.  The  controversy  took  its 
rise  in  the  opposition  of  the  Free-churchmen  to  the  con¬ 
trol  wLich  the  Established  Church  now  possesses  of  the 
whole  national  educational  system  of  Scotland.  In  this 
opposition,  all  dissenting  sects  are  agreed;  but  in 
scarcely  nothing  else.  The  Free  Church  insists  on  an 
extension  of  the  Ghrvemment  patronage  and  support, 
but  it  must  also  he  accompanied  with  religious  instruc¬ 
tion,  accordant,  of  course,  with  the  Free  Church  prin¬ 
ciples.  Some  of  the  other  dissenters  are  for  throwing  it 
open — and  others  are  for  taking  the  business  of  education 
out  of  the  Government’s  hands  altogether.  Meanwhile, 
a  party  is  rising  up  in  the  Free  Church,  who  forecasting 
the  difficulties  of  any  permanent  settlement  of  the  ques¬ 
tion  on  the  old  basis,  are  advocating  a  system  of  national 
secular  education,  somewhat  after  the  American  plan. 
They  aver  that,  whether  it  is,  absolutely  considered,  the 
duty  of  the  Government  to  provide  for  the  religurus  in¬ 
struction  of  the  country  or  not,  it  cannot  be  done  impar- 
dallv  and  sadsfeetorilv,  while  so  many  sects  exist.  The

Secretary  gave  a  brief  statement  of  what  had  been  done 
since  the  formation  of  the  Society.

Rome,  Jan.  29th,  1850. 

Another  indignity  has  just  befallen  the  Pope,  in  the 
arrest  of  his  courier  from  Naples,  and  tlie  seizure  of  the 
Government  despatches.  Suspicion  falls  heavily  upoR 
the  French  ;  but  there  again  the  Pope  can  only  bite  his 
nails.  It  is  very  certain  that  General  Baraguey  Hiiliers 
is  not  a  pliant  tool  of  the  Papacy,  like  General  Oudinot 
and  Mr.  Corcelles.  He  does  not  hesitate  to  express  his 
disgust  with  the  Government  here,  and  it  is  generally 
believed  among  the  best  informed,  that  he  has  full  war¬ 
rant  for  assuming  a  more  decided  tone  in  favor  of  better 
politics  than  the  French  Ministers  have  heretofore  ven¬ 
tured  upon.  It  is  easy  to  discover,  moreover,  that  the 
escape  of  Dr.  Achilli  has  created  great  satisfaction  in 
Rome ;  that  the  people  are  more  and  more  emboldened 
to  express  their  discontent  with  the  government  of  the 
Cardinals,  and  that  they  are  sanguine  of  a  speedy  and 
decided  change  of  affairs  in  their  favor.  Their  relief, 
however,  must  come  from  France,  and  it  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  France  is  to  be  republican  or  imperial 
Meanwhile,  however,  the  restrictions  upon  Protestant 
propagandism  are  exceedingly  severe ;  and  the  sincere

It  is  common  for  the  young  to  expect  presents, 
on  certain  receiving  occasions,  such  as  birthdays, 
new  year,  and  the  like.  It  is  good  to  themselves 
they  are  looking  for;  it  is  good  to  themselves,  if 
they  receive  it.  It  is  good  to  themselves,  more¬ 
over,  for  which  they  do  not  so  much  as  think  of 
making  any  return.  Such  customs,  therefore,  train 
children  directly  to  selfishness.  Had  we  the  slight¬ 
est  wish  to  train  them  to  benevolence,  why  should 
we  not  just  invert  the  order  of  things,  and  train 
our  children  and  youth,  from  the  very  first,  to  make 
presents  or  gifts  to  athers  on  these  interesting  oc¬ 
casions  ?  I  grant  it  might  not  be  quite  so  easy— it 
certainly  would  not  be ;  but  then  it  could  be  done. 
The  greatest  difficulty  would  be  in  having  our  own 
feelings,  as  parents,  go  along  with  it. 

It  is  customary  to  encourage  the  young  in  secur¬ 
ing  the  best  places  and  seats  in  coaches,  cars,  lec¬ 
ture-rooms,  churches,  &c.,  as  if  there  was  no  possi¬ 
ble  question  about  the  propriety  or  benevolence  of 
doing  so.  Indeed,  I  have  known  many  a  child  in

WELLS  OF  SALVATION. 

BY  REV.  DR.  ALEXANDER. 

“  With  joy,”  says  Isaiah,  “  shall  ye  draw  water 
out  of  the  wells  of  salvation.”  Pure  water  is  often 
employed  by  the  sacred  writers  as  the  emblem  of 
grace.  The  figure  is  used  in  several  different  senses. 
Water  represents  purity ;  and  the  washing  with 
water,  the  purification  of  the  soul.  “  Wash  ye, 
make  you  clean,”  says  Isaiah ;  and  in  the  New  Tes¬ 
tament,  we  read  of  “  the  washing  of  regeneration ;” 

I  of  being  “  born  of  water ;”  and  of  having  our  “  bo¬ 
dies  washed  with  pure  water.” 

But  as  water  is  necessary  to  the  comfort  of  life, 
yea,  to  its  very  existence,  we  find  it  often  used  as 
an  emblem  of  life  and  refreshment.  “  Ho,  every 
one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters.”  “  On 
the  last,  the  great  day  of  the  feast,  Jesus  stood  and 
cried.  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come  unto  me  and 
drink.”  And  Christ  said  to  the  Samaritan  woman 
whom  he  met  at  Jacob’s  well,  “  If  thou  knewest  the 
gift  of  God,  and  who  it  is  that  saith,  give  me  to 
drink,  thou  wouldst  have  asked  of  him,  and  he 
would  have  given  thee  living  water.”  And  in  the 
book  of  Revelation,  we  have  one  of  the  sweetest, 
richest  texts  on  this  subject:  “  The  Spirit  and  the 
bride  spy.  Come.  And  let  him  that  heareth  say, 
Come.  And  let  him  that  is  athirst  come.  And 
whosoever  will,let  him  take  the  water  of  life  frwly .” 

Another  use  of  certain  waters  among  men  is,  fm 
healing  diseases.  Medicinal  spring  are  .sought  af¬ 
ter  and  resorted  to  all  over  the  world  ;  but  I  do  not 
find,  that  except  in  case  of  miraculous  healing,  any 
mention  is  made  of  water  as  medicinal,  in  the  Bi¬ 
ble  The  pool  of  Bethesda  was  famous,  in  the  time 
of  our  Savior,  for  the  healing  virtue  of  its  waters ; 
but  this,  we  are  told,  was  owing  to  a  miraculous 

*^*IMhere  should  be  a  miraculous  fountain  opened 
in  some  part  of  the  world,  which  had  the  virtue  of 
curing  aUsorts  of  bodily  diseases,  what  an  amazing 
rush  would  there  be  to  reach  it,  by  the  rich  and  the 
poor.  The  ways  leading  to  it  would  be  constantly 
^owded  with  pilgrims  seeking  a  cure  of  their  va¬ 
rious  diseases.  The  sick  and  decrepid,  as  when  our 
Lord  was  on  earth,  would  be  borne  by  their  friends 
and  bathed  in  the  fountain  of  life. 


He  stops  pt  the  roadside,  slips  off  his  san¬ 
dals,  adjusts  his  attire,  and  as  the  carriage  moves 
by,  he  bends  to  the  earth,  carrying  his  hands  rapid¬ 
ly  from  his  head  to  the  ground,  and  recovering  his 
former  position  goes  onward  as  before.  You  do 
not  hear  him  talk  and  laugh  in  a  boisterous  manner 
— this  is  beneath  his  dignity,  and  foreign  to  all  rules 
of  Hindoo  propriety.  He  pays  high  regard  to  all 
whom  he  deems  superior  in  rank,and  whose  “  favor” 
it  is  his  interest  to  seek  or  retain,  slightly  noticing 
his  equals,  and  looking  down  with  supercilious  con¬ 
tempt  upon  all  females  and  pariars.  He  has  reached 
his  dwelling,  and  there  we  lose  sight  of  him,  for 
into  the  domestic  sanctuary  a  stranger  may  not  in¬ 
trude.  There  is  much  respecting  home  economy, 
with  which  my  reader  would  like  to  become  ac¬ 
quainted — a  wish  which  shall  be  gratified  in  my 
next  article. 

It  may  not  be  amiss,  before  closing  my  remarks 
upon  Hindoo  politeness,  to  mention  a  few  of  their 
phrases  when  addressing  superiors,  and  benefactors. 
When  a  native  of  India  enters  the  presence  of  his 
spiritual  guide,  he  prostrates  himself,  and  laying 
hold  of  his  feet,  looks  up  into  his  face  and  says, 
“  You  are  my  Savior — to  a  benefactor,  “  You 
are  nty  father  and  mother — to  one  whom  he 
wishes  to  praise,  “  Vott  are  religion  incarnate"  or 
“You  are  a  sea  of  excellent  qualities"  or  “Yom 
are  the  father  and  mother  of  brahmins  and  cows." 
The  like  complimentary  expressions  are  employed 
in  directing  letters.  Thus  a  letter  to  a  King  would 
be  directed,  “  To  the  great,  the  excellent,  the  pros¬ 
perous,  the  illustrious  King  K - ,  the  nourisher

THB  BFFBCTS  OF  BBVIVAZ45. 


There  is  little  unmixed  good  in  this  world  of  sin. 
Whereyer  the  mdyersary  sees  God’s  work  in  pro¬ 
gress,  he  is  ever  prompt  to  immingle  as  much  as 
possible  of  every  eyil.  How  successful  he  has  been 
in  corrupting  reyivals,  a  history  which  we  do  not 
wish  to  reviye,  would  most  strikingly  show.  So 
many  deplorable  things  have  been  done  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  revival  labors,  and  so  fruitful  of  ill  have 
they  been,  that  many  have  come  to  think  that  the 
evil  has  exceeded  the  good.  It  is  believed  that  we 
have  learned  wisdom  from  the  past ;  and  there  is 
reason  to  hopg  that  if  another  season  of  general  re¬ 
vivals  shall  occur,  many  of  the  evils  of  former 
years  will  be  avoided.  There  are  interesting  re¬ 
vivals  now  in  progress,  in  different  parts  of  our 
country,  and  from  the  accounts  given  of  them,  it 
appears  obvious  that  they  are  of  a  type  much  more 
favorable  than  many  which  have  been  reported  in 
years  past.  But  the  evils  incidental  to  this  work 
must  be  laid  to  the  account  of  human  infirmities, 
or  perhaps,  obliquities.  They  are  in  no  just  and 
true  sense  chargeable  on  revivals. 

What  then  are  some  of  the  good  effects  which 
invariably  attend  and  follow  every  revival  of  God’s 
work  1 

1.  Inestimable  blessings  flow  to  Christians.  Their 
hearts  are  melted  and  refreshed.  The  cords  of 
love  are  drawn  closer  and  stronger.  Alienations 
jealousies  and  heart-burnings  disappear.  Old  diffi¬ 
culties  are  removed,  and  hands  and  hearts  all  unite 
in  the  great  and  holy  work  before  them.  Sinister 
and  selfish  feelings  yield  before  the  influence  of  the 
Spirit,  and  the  force  of  the  truth,  which  is  clothed 
with  unusual  power.  The  Spirit  searches  the 
hearts  of  Christians,  and  makes  each  one  see  far 
more  evil  in  himself  than  in  others,  and  promotes 
humility  and  self-abasement  and  genuine  charity. 
Christians  derive  unusual  blessings  from  the  various 
means  of  grace.  They  read  the  Bible  with  enlight¬ 
ened  eyes.  They  have  unwonted  comfort  in  pray¬ 
er — derive  unusual  profit  from  the  sanctuary.  Clo 
sets  which  had  been  deserted  are  revisited.  Fam¬ 
ily  altars  which  had  long  been  in  ruins  amidst  the 
rank  weeds  of  worldliness,  are  rebuilt,  and  the  fire 
from  heaven  kindles  anew  on  those  altars,  and  sa 
criioes  well-pleasing  to  God  are  offered  there. 
If  there  were  none  but  Christians  to  derive  bless¬ 
ings  from  revivals,  their  value  would  be  above  all 
estimation. 

2.  But  revivals  have  blessings  for  others.  When 
the  Spirit  is  poured  out  from  on  high,  sinners  are 
arrested  in  their  way  of  ruin,  and  many  are  brought 
to  yield  at  the  cross.  Some  who  had  lived  to  old 
age  in  impenitence,  are  at  last  subdued  by  the  rich¬ 
ness  and  power  of  redeeming  love,  and  bow  like 
little  children  at  Jesus’s  feet.  Some  who  are  in 
manhood’s  prime,  vigor  and  activities — with  their 
hearts  full  of  worldly  schemes,  are  constrained  by 
a  power  that  is  all  divine,  to  stop  short,  and  give 
their  supreme  regard  to  better  than  earthly  things, 
and  task  their  energies  in  a  service  whose  rewards 
are  better  than  silver  and  gold,  and  whose  pleasures 
are  pure  and  heavenly.  Usually,  a  still  larger  num¬ 
ber  who  are  in  youthful  years  are  made  partakers 
of  these  richest  blessings.  Pious  parents  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  rejoice,  where  they  had  long  known 
anxious  solicitude.  A  new  direction  is  given  to 
the  impulsive  and  elastic  affections  of  the  young; 
and  fathers  and  mothers  are  more  ready  to  depart 
in  peace,  their  eyes  having  seen  the  salvation  of  the 
Lord  in  those  whom  they  will  leave  behind  them.

This  life,  in  its  history  and  results,  is  a  fearful 


reality ;  yet  how  prone  are  we  all  to  spend  it  as  if 
it  were  a  dream  of  the  night !  Probationary  life  is 
given  as  a  means  to  an  end — an  end,  too,  of  infinite 
moment  to  us  all ;  and  yet  most  men  live  this  life 
away  as  if  there  were  nothing  more  desirable  than 
it,  and  nothing  to  follow  it.  Rational  being, 
especially  in  this  gospel-world,  is  invested  with 
amazing  interest  and  responsibility,  yet  how  many 
sleep  or  trifle  it  away  as  if  it  were  a  stupid  or  idle 
scene. 

How  few  upon  whom  now  rest  the  fearful  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  life,  and  who  are  hastening  to  meet 
its  eternal  issues,  in  heaven  or  hell,  have  duly  pon¬ 
dered  those  suggestive  words — “  What  it  your 
life  ?”  or  are  walking  wisely  and  peacefully  in  the 
light  which  they  shed  on  the  question  of  duty  and 
of  destiny  ?  Few  men,  we  fear,  take  a  sober,  ra¬ 
tional,  prayerful  view  of  this  present  life — in  its 
brevity — in  the  uncertainty  of  iu  continuance — in 
iu  true  smd  proper  end — in  its  relations  and  duties, 
obligations  and  responsibilities — in  its  connection 
with  death  and  judgment  and  retribution — in  the 
certain  and  eternal  fruits  and  results  of  it  in  the 
future.  Right  views  on  this  affecting  and  moment¬ 
ous  subject — a  subject  in  which  every  man  has  so 
great  an  interest  at  stake — would  more  powerfully 
affect  the  heart  and  influence  the  life. 

Is  this  life  “  a  vapor  which  appeareth  for  a  little 
time  and  then  vanisheth  away”— a  “  shadow”  flit- 
ing  o’er  the  plain— “as  a  dream  when  one 
ii^keth  ?”  Then  how  can  we  reckon  on  its  con¬ 
tinuance  as  we  do  ?  How  waste  on  trifles  its  pre¬ 
cious  moments,  each  of  which  may  be  the  last,  and 
one  of  which  not  even  Q,ueen  Elizabeth’s  kingdom 
could  buy  ?  How  defer  to  an  uncertain  future  the 
paramount  claims  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  the 
soul  ? — 

“  Counting  on  long  years  of  pleasure  here, 

Though  quite  unfurnished  for  the  world  to  come.” 

Is  the  salvation  of  the  soul  from  sin  and  iu  fitness 
for  heaven  the  real  and  chief  end  of  life?  Is  this 
the  main  end  we  are  to  live  for  ?  To  this  single 
yet  sublime  purpose  are  all  things  else  to  yield  ? 
Are  all  earthly  questions  and  interests  to  be  viewed 
and  acted  upon  only  as  they  stond  related  to  salva¬ 
tion?  Is  this  present  world  to  be  overcome,  and 
heaven  sought  in  preference  ?  Is  self  to  be  crucified 
and  Christ  exalted  ?  Is  this  body  of  sin  and  death 
to  be  brought  under,  and  the  soul  disciplined  and 
trained  for  glory  immortal  ?  Is  the  present  to  Uke 
its  impression,  character,  direction,  not  from  the 
past  but  from  the  future— not  from  man  around  us  ? 
Is  this  life  one  of  intimate  and  responsible  rela¬ 
tions— imposed  by  life’s  great  Author,  binding  us 
to  his  law,  his  gospel,  his  providence,  bis  creatures 
in  all  worlds,  and  to  our  fellow-men  in  particular, 
and  obligating  ns  to  seek  the  glory  of  the  one  and 
the  happiness  of  the  other  ?  Then  how  ean  we 
live  for  finite  or  selfish  ends  ?  How  forget  Gh>d 
pnr]  Binkcr,  Prceerver,  Redeemer,  Judge,  a  single 


Europe  was  the  broad  theater  of  a  most  interest¬ 
ing  and  exciting  drama  in  1849,  of  which  all  the 
world  were  anxious  spectators.  Rarely  have  the 
curtains  of  time,  as  they  rolled  up  to  disclose  the 
successive  acts,  revealed  more  stirring  events,  or 
exhibited  scenes  of  deeper  interest,  or  awakened 
more  eager  expectations.  There  was  a  mighty 
exemplification  of  the  three  unities.  Events  crowd¬ 
ed  on  each  other  as  if  indicative  of  some  grand 
crisis  near  at  hand.  The  drama  will  not  stop  till 
all  is  complete.  The  scenes  may  change  ;  the  cur¬ 
tains  may  rise  and  fall ;  the  hopes  and  fears  of  men 
may  be  elated  and  depressed ;  the  struggles  and 
conflicts  between  despots  and  their  victims  may  be 
severe  and  desperate  and  bloody  even ;  the  san 
guinary  scenes  of  Hungary  may  be  re-enacted ; 
enemies  of  civil  and  religious  freedom  may  gird  on 
the  sword  and  buckle  on  the  armor,  that  the  rights 
of  humanity  may  not  be  gained,  and  that  the  hu¬ 
man  mind  shall  not  be  emancipated,  nor  the  cords 
be  sundered  that  bind  the  bodies  and  souls  of  men 
to  thrones  of  despotism.  But  the  denouement  is 
inevitable.  The  minds  of  men  will  be  free.  They 
will  think  and  judge  for  themselves.  The  light  of 
1  truth  shines,  find  like  leaven  in  three  measures  of 
meal,  it  will  sooner  or  later  quicken  the  whole 

ma. ss  of  mind.  The  Bible  is  mightier  to  emanci 
pate,  than  the  armies  and  the  cannon  of  despots  are 
to  resist  and  restrain.  The  elements  are  gathering 
strength.  They  will  awake  to  new  activity  and 
mightier  efforts,  and  more  determined  purpose  to 
be  free  to  think  and  act  as  the  freemen  of  God 
More  exciting  scenes — more  tragic  events — more 
deadly  and  determined  conflicts  are  doubtless  be 
hind  the  curtains  of  the  future.  “  I  tremble  for  the 
future.  I  fear  there  is  to  come  a  baptism  of  blood 
in  Europe,”  said  one  of  the  best  men  and  one  of 
the  most  eloquent  preachers  in  France  to  us  a  few 
months  ago.  And  such  are  the  convictions  of  the 
most  thoughtful  and  sagacious  spectators  of  the 
times.  The  European  correspondent  of  the  Na 
tional  Intelligencer  lately  echoed  these  sentiments 
in  the  following  graphic  picture  of  European  pros 
pects  and  affairs : 

“  The  revolutionary  tempest  has  been  succeeded 
^  a  temporary  lull,  rather  than  a  permanent  calm 
The  forces  of  revolution  are  exhausted,  but  not  an 
nihilated.  The  Europe  of  1850  is  at  peace,  but  not 
pacific — tranquil,  but  not  tranquilized — quiescent, 
but  not  contented.  Not  one  of  the  great  political 
and  social  questions  that  constituted  the  inner  soul 
of  the  outward  revolt  has  yet  been  settled.  They 
have  been  adjourned,  not  adjusted ;  evaded,  not 
met.  France  oscillates  between  a  Republic  and 
an  Empire.  Despotism  divides  her  forces.  The 
question  of  fusing  the  nearly  forty  independent 
States  of  Germany  into  one,  appears  to  be  as  far 
from  a  solution  as  ever.  Prussia  has  advanced 
but  her  position  is  not  yet  a  fixed  one.  Austria  has 
retrograded,  and  must  still  further  retrograde.  The 
curtain  has  closed  upon  the  first  act  of  the  bloody 
drama  in  Hungary,  but  the  crisis  of  the  drama  is 
not  yet  even  shadowed  forth.  Hungary  slumbers 
the  sleep  of  inanition  and  exhaustion;  she  may 
awake  sooner  than  is  expected,  to  teach  her  despot 
the  folly  of  attempting  to  crush  freedom  by  the 
sword  of  the  foreigner.  The  Pope  has  not  yet  re 
turned  to  Rome.  France  will  find  it  easier 
continue  the  occupation  of  Rome  with  her  troops 
than  to  solve  the  question  which  she  took  in  hand, 
of  reconciling  the  constitutional  liberties  of  the 
Roman  people  with  the  absolutism  of  the  Pope  and 
the  College  of  Cardinals.  The  Neapolitan  Bour 
bon  sits  uneasy  on  his  throne;  nor  does  Leopold 

ll.  of  Tuscany  repose  on  a  bed  of  roses.  The  issue 
of  these  things  is  a  portion  of  the  legacy  which  the 
year  1849  has  bequeathed  to  its  successors ;  and 
may  fairly  be  surmised  that,  with  such  an  amount 
of  work  on  hand,  the  present  year,  when  it  shall 
have  finished  its  course,  will  be  found  to  vie  in 
eventful  activity  with  any  of  its  immediate  pre- 


the  conviction  of  the  importance  of  the  object  for 
which  the  meeting  was  gathered,  and  we  trust 
good  results  will  be  found  to  flow  from  it.

“  We  rejoice  that  an  increased  interest  is  mani¬ 
festing  itself  among  Christians  in  respect  to  the 
annual  fast  for  literary  institutions ;  and  we  hope 
that  Christians  will  not  cease  to  remember  us  when 
that  day  is  past.  I  have  now  attended  twenty 
four  or  five  of  these  annual  concerts,  and  I  know 
of  no  other  time  injhe  year  when  so  deep  a  reli¬ 
gious  impression  is  made.  It  is  a  most  solemn 
thought  that  you  are  made  the  object  of  the  prayers 
of  the  most  devoted  Christians  all  over  the  land ; 
and  the  heart  that  does  not  feel  in  such  circum¬ 
stances,  would  hardly  be  moved  by  the  visible  pre 
sence  of  Jehovah. 

“  As  to  a  greater  dearth  of  revivals  in  our  col¬ 
leges,  I  must  say,  that  for  many  years  I  think  it  has 
been  more  difficult  than  formerly,  to  fix  religious 
truths  upon  the  individual  conscience.  Irreligious 
men  keep  more  out  of  the  way  of  means  than  for¬ 
merly  ;  partly,  as  I  helieve,  through  the  influence 
of  the  irreligious  literature  that  floods  the  land. 
The  conference  and  the  prayer-meeting  are  less 
frequented  by  them.  And  it  does  seem  as  if  Chris 
tians  had  to  agonize  more  in  prayer  than  formerly 
before  the  blessing  descends.  But  if  this  he  so,  it

denominations  he  so  anxiously  desiderates.  He  is 
a  bold  man — let  him  set  about  it. 


The  Brooklyn  Plymouth  church  (Rev.  H.  W. 
Beecher’s)  have  lately  erected  a  very  large  and  very 
excellent  organ,  of  the  manufacture  of  Simmons 
and  McIntyre  oT  Boston.  We  were  unable  to  be  pre¬ 
sent  at  its  exhibition,  and  desired  a  musical  friend 
who  is  most  competent,  to  give  us  his  impressions 
of  its  character.  As  we  have  had  no  report,  we 
copy  the  following  brief  notice  of  the  organ  from 
the  Brooklyn  Eagle,  which  though  altogether  in¬ 
adequate  is  the  only  one  we  have  met : 

“  The  trial  of  the  new  organ  at  the  Plymouth 
church  last  night  called  out  some  two  thousand 
people,  who  sat  quietly  while  the  keys  were  touched 
by  several  of  the  most  skillful  organists  in  this  and 
the  neighboring  city.  The  organ  is  a  large  one ; 
the  case  being  17  feet  6  inches  wide,  15  feet  deep 
and  28  feet  high.  It  has  three  rows  of  keys,  two 
octaves  of  pedals,  46  regi.sters  and  34^  stops.  Its 
tones  are  remarkably  full  and  sweet,  and  its  keys 
under  the  hands  of  the  masters  who  controlled 
them,  were  made  to  develop  a  rich  melody,  more 
rich  than  any  that  we  recollect  to  have  heard  from 
a  similar  instrument. 

This  organ  was  built  for  the  church  by  William 
B.  D.  Simmons  &.  Co.,  of  Boston,  and  cost  about 
$4,000.  It  is  regarded  by  all  who  have  witnessed 
its  performance  as  a  very  superior  instrument,  and 
by  many  as  having  no  equal  in  this  or  the  neigh¬ 
boring  city.”

Mr.  Noel  objected  to  my  baptism,  considering  the 
profession  by  sprinkling  sufficient,  tho’  erroneous, 
but  I  could  not  see  any  force  in  his  objections 
which  did  not  equally  apply  against  rebaptism,  as 
it  is  called,  in  any  shape.  Now  that  the  thing  is 
donej  I  am  ready  to  wage  war  with  all  strict  com¬ 
munion.” 

It  would  seem  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Noel  is  not 
prepared,  in  all  cases,  to  disallow  baptism  hy  sprink-

The  Ipswich  Clarion  says  that  religious  meet¬ 
ings  have  been  held  in  the  Methodist  church  in 
that  town,  every  day  for  the  last  five  weeks,  and 
are  to  continue  for  some  time  to  come,  should  cir¬ 
cumstances  call  for  them.

A  very  large  meeting  was  held  last  week  at  the 
Tabernacle,  to  promote  a  movement,  borrowed  from 
the  docket  of  English  philanthropy,  to  release  mer¬ 
chants’  clerks  from  their  service  in  the  evening. 
The  employers  generally,  especially  among  the  dry 
goods  merchants,  are  said  to  be  favorably  disposed 
towards  the  project,  and  quite  a  number  of  benev¬ 
olent  ladies  and  gentlemen  are  actively  engaged  in 
bringing  about  a  general  early  closing  of  stores, 
shops,  &c.  The  Mayor  presided ;  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Harris,  who  is  certainly  a  fine  speaker.  Dr.  Sher¬ 
man,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson,  pastor  of  the  Taber¬ 
nacle,  made  addresses  in  behalf  of  the  object,  of 
great  plausibility  and  force.  Mr.  Thompson  ad¬ 
verted,  with  much  impressiveness,  to  the  growing 
importance  and  high  character  of  the  young  men 
of  the  city,  and  of  the  altogether  inadequate  efforts 
made  to  benefit  them.  He  was  quite  clear  that  the 
practice  of  early  closing  would  not  jeopard  the 
moral  interests  of  the  young,  but  in  the  long  run, 
would  greatly  promote  them.  Clerks  kept  hedged 
in  until  too  late  for  social  enjoyment  or  the  lecture- 
room,  would  seek  the  first  place  of  plearurahle  re¬ 
lief  far  even  brief  relaxation.  Keeping  young  men 
rigorously  shut  up  during  the  evening  to  save  them 
from  the  gambling-house  and  theater,  you  also  shut 
them  out  of  the  lecture-room  and  prayer-meeting. 
By  attempting  to  keep  them  forcibly  from  bad 
company,  you  deprive  them  of  the  advantages  of 
cultivated  society.  Like  former  days,  when  every 
master  had  his  clerk  under  his  own  roof,  and  exer¬ 
cised  parental  control  and  sympathy,  if  the  clerk  is 
now  fit  for  a  merchant’s  counting-room,  he  is  wor¬ 
thy  to  enter  his  social  circle  and  his  parlor.  There 
is  much  force  in  these  considerations ;  but  it  will 
strike  every  one  that  with  this  bestowment  of  so 
much  leisure  time  upon  the  hands  of  the  ardent  and 
youthful,  there  ought  to  be  much  more  effort  made 
to  provide  places  and  means  of  rational  improve¬ 
ment  and  enjoyment.  The  facilities  to  vicious  in¬ 
dulgence  are  a  thousand  fold  more  numerous  and 
inviting,  than  those  for  any  improvement ;  and  un¬ 
less  the  means  of  usefully  employing  evenings  be 
made  vastly  more  plentiful,  more  accessible  and

God 
in  mercy  has  visited  us,  blessed  his  own  means  of 
grace,  and  we  are  permitted  to  see  sinners  inquire 
what  they  must  do,  and  coming  into  the  fold  of 
Christ.  A  number  we  hope  have  been  converted, 
and  the  work  is  still  progressing,  not  rapidly,  but  1 
trust  really.” 

At  Pontotoc,  Miss,  a  great  revival  has  been  e.x- 
perienced.  As  the  result  more  than  160  have  been 
added  to  the  church.  The  St.  Louis  Presbyterian 
says : 

“  There  is  a  very  interesting  state  of  feeling  in  a 
number  of  our  city  churches.  Meetings  are  held 
every  night  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  church ; 
several  have  indulged  a  hope,  and  a  number  are  in¬ 
quiring  the  way  of  life.  In  the  Central  Presbyte¬ 
rian  church,  meetings  are  held  every  night,  and 
considerable  interest  is  said  to  exist.  A  meeting 
is  also  in  progress  in  the  North  St.  Louis  Presby¬ 
terian  church.  In  some  of  the  Methodist  churches 
very  interesting  meetings  have  been  held — many 
have  professed  their  faith  in  Christ,  and  the  good 
work  still  continues.” 

We  have  a  letter  giving  an  instructive  and  most 
pleasing  account  of  a  work  of  grace  at  Jersey  ville. 
Ill.  in  the  church  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev. 
George  Wood,  which  we  will  publish  next  week. 

We  notice  an  increase  of  the  number  and  inter¬ 
est  of  revivals  among  our  Baptist  brethren.  There 
is  a  revival  in  the  Baptist  church,  in  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  of  great  power.  Large  numbers  have  been 
hopefully  gathered  into  the  kingdom,  and  the  anx¬ 
iety  of  many  others  to  secure  eternal  life  surpasses 
all  that  had  ever  been  previously  witnessed. 

The  Boston  Watchman  says  the  dew  of  the 
divine  blessing  continues  to  fall  on  most  of  the 
churches  in  that  city.

The  Watchman  of  the  Prairies  says,  that  in  two 
Baptist  churches  in  Chicago  a  religious  interest  is 
manifest.

The  County  Superintendent  of  New-York,  Jo¬ 
seph  McKeen,  Esq.  held  the  semi-annual  examina¬ 
tions  of  Schools  Nos.  1  and  2  of  the  “New-York 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Education  among 
Colored  Children.”  No.  2  was  first  visited.  This 
is  located  at  19  Thomas  street,  and  contains  258 
pupils,  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Samuel  Ran 
kin,  principal,  Mrs.  Jane  M.  Forten,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Pierce,  and  sundry  assistant  teachers.  In  the  Boys' 
department  the  average  attendance  is  62,  in  the 
Girls’  97,  in  the  Primary,  both  boys  and  girls,  99 
Total  258.  School  No.  1,  under  the  care  of  the 
same  Society,  is  in  the  basement  of  St.  Phillip’s 
church.  Centre  street.  The  principal  is  Rev.  S.  V 
Berry,  assisted  by  Miss  Jane  A.  Williams  as  teacher 
of  the  Female  department,  and  several  assistant 
teachers.  The  attendance  here  averages  124 — 56 
boys  and  68  girls.  The  average  attendance  at  the 
schools  of  the  Society  during  the  year  past  has 
been  331,  which  is  about  33  greater  than  during 
the  previous  year — an  encouraging  evidence  of  the 
success  and  excellence  of  the  arrangements  of  the 
Society  for  the  education  of  a  large  class  of  our 
juvenile  population,  who  have  been  denied  many 
other  privileges,  and  who  are  certainly  deserving 
of  as  good  an  education  as  can  be  obtained.

The 
convention  met  in  Fanuiel  Hall,  on  Wednesday, 

A.  M.  and  continued  its  sessions  till  about  nine  in 
the  evening.  Hon.  John  G.  Palfrey  was  called  to 
the  chair,  and  his  speech  on  the  occasion  was  a 
clear  and  strong  defense  of  the  non-extension  doc¬ 
trine.  Other  speakers  followed  during  the  day  and 
evening,  among  the  most  distinguisjied  of  whom 
were  Stephen  C.  Philips,  Charles  F.  Adams,  Rich¬ 
ard  H.  Dana,  Henry  Wilson,  John  C.  Park,  and 
Erastus  Hopkins.  The  tentimerU  of  these  speeches 
was  of  course  free  soil,  firmly  and  eloquently  ut¬ 
tered,  but  it  was  freedom  with  the  Union.  With 
the  exception  of  a  little  calculation  as  to  the  com¬ 
parative  resulu  of  disunion  to  th.*  North  and  South, 
othing  was  said  about  disunion  except  to  deprecate 
At  the  same  time,  slavery  extension  was  de¬ 
nounced  as  a  thing  not  on  any  account  to  be  tol¬ 
erated,  and  any  compromise  tending  thereto  was 
everely  condemned.  It  was  an  orderly  meeting, 
serious  and  earnest  in  its  tone,  called  and  conducted 
with  the  design  of  making  the  sentiments  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  better  understood  at  Washington. 

An  address  and  resolutions  were  adopted,  expres¬ 
sive  of  the  views  of  the  convention,  and  directed 
expressly  to  the  members  of  Congress  from  Mas¬ 
sachusetts.  You  will  see  this  document,  and  1 
hope  will  find  room  at  least  for  the  resolutions.  I 
will  add  that  this  convention,  though  called  by  a 
party,  has  not  been  entirely  a  party  affair.  It  has 
defended  doctrines  common  to  large  portions  of  the 
other  parties  in  this  State — Whigs  andDemocrats— 
and  I  only  regret  that  it  had  not  been  called  by  all 
parties,  or  rather  by  the  whole  people  without  dis¬ 
tinction  of  party.  Its  utterances  would  then  have 
been,  not  only  true  to  liberty,  but  more  weighty, 
more  worthy  of  the  State,  and  more  just  to  the 
great  crisis  in  the  affairs  of  the  country.  A  little 
consultation,  and  a  ^:all  from  leading  men  of  the 
three  parties,  would  have  concentrated  in  the  old 
“  Cradle  of  Liberty”  a  moral  power,  at  once  impos¬ 
ing,  unmistakeable,  and  certain  to  crush  the  hopes 
of  all  trimmers,  dodgers,  and  compromisers,  from 
the  Bay  State.  Such  a  thing  may  yet  be.

We  learn  from  a  late  English  paper  that  arrange¬ 
ments  have  recently  been  made  at  Hull  for  the 
transportation  of  many  thousands  of  emigrants 
during  the  approaching  spring  and  summer,  who 
are  intending  to  leave  the  kingdoms  of  Hanover, 
Wirteraberg,  Bavaria,  and  Prussia,  the  Grand 
Duchy  of  Saxony,  and  other  parts  of  Germany,  to 
settle  in  the  United  States  of  North  America,  and 
elsewhere.  A  very  large  proportion  of  the  intend¬ 
ing  emigrants  purpose  leaving  the  land  of  their 
birth,  on  account  of  their  inability  there  to  find  the 
means  of  adequate  support,  whilst  others  seek  the 
change  chiefly  from  the  longing  which  they  have 
for  greater  liberty  than  they  can  enjoy  under  their 
native  rulers  and  old-established  Governments. 
Those  Governments  appear  not  insensible  to  the 
necessity  of  easing  their  respective  countries  of  a 
portion  of  the  population,  for  several  of  them  have 
announced  their  intention  to  relinquish  entirely  the 
claim  to  the  ten  per  cent,  duty  formerly  levied  upon 
all  property  which  emigrants  took  out  of  their  re¬ 
spective  countries,  and  also  to  allow  the  voluntary 
exiles  to  pass  for  half-fare  over  the  Government 
railways.

Some  of  the  most  distinguished  of  the  patriotic 
exiles  of  Hungary  among  us — and  among  the  num¬ 
ber  of  those  already  arrived,  there  are  many  who 
are  distinguished — have  issued  a  fervent  and  affect¬ 
ing  appeal  to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  which 
sets  forth  the  outlines  of  the  controversy  with  Aus¬ 
tria,  in  which  they  were  defeated,  and  solicits  the 
sympathy  and  hospitality  of  this  country.  They 
say : 

“  You  will  not  regard  with  indifference  martyrs 
of  freedom,  who  have  always  looked  upon  your 
growth  with  joy,  and  attended  it  with  prayers  for 
your  continued  prosperity. 

Nor  will  you  refuse  a  kind  reception  and  hos¬ 
pitable  rights  to  men  who  have  willingly  sacrificed 
all  that  is  dear  to  man  on  earth,  lor  the  sake  of 
liberty.  We,  the  rightful  owners  of  the  land  of 
our  fathers,  wander  homeless  over  the  ocean,  while 
the  conspired  usurpers  trample  on  the  free  inher¬ 
itance  of  our  free  fathers;  we  come  to  America 
with  the  deep  grief  of  mourners  in  our  hearts. 

Our  sons  have  poured  out  their  blood  on  the  bat¬ 
tle-field  ;  our  wives  and  little  children  have  been 
driven  from  their  homes,  persecuted  and  separated 
from  each  other ;  many  of  us  have  left  behind,  fa¬ 
thers  and  mothers  in  misery,  or  even  in  the  chains 
of  tyrants  ;  many  have  no  knowledge  of  the  fate  of 
those  dearest  to  them,  and  to  none  of  us  is  it  granted 
to  lighten  our  grief  by  weeping  among  the  ruins 
over  the  graves  of  our  dear  country.  Thus  do  we, 
the  unfortunate,  come  to  happy,  free  America.” 

We  trust  these  brave  sons  of  misfortune  will  find 
they  have  not  over-estimated  the  sympathy  of 
Americans,  notwithstanding  the  jaundiced  special 
pleading  of  North  American  Reviewers  against 
them.  It  is  one  of  the  most  striking  proofs  of  the 
spirit  of  toleration  so  happily  and  honorably  char¬ 
acteristic  of  this  country,  that  Mr.  Bowen’s  splen¬ 
etic  toryism  does  not  prevent  the  issue  of  another 
number  of  his  Review.  In  electing  the  proper  ob¬ 
ject  of  sympathy  in  a  contest  of  which  one  party 
is  Austria,  we  hardly  need  to  consume  much  time 
in  making  inquiries.  Whatever  may  have  been 
true  of  Hungarian  nobles,  it  is  plain  enough  that 
Austrian  intrigues  and  Haynau  conquerors  deserve 
nothing  but  the  abhorrence  and  detestation  of  the 
free.

As  a  citizen  of  Boston  I  am  ashamed  to  write 
one-half  that  is  true  of  its  gambling  operations. 
Indeed,  it  may  be  doubted  whether  more  than  half 
the  truth  is  yet  known.  But  a  revelation  was 
made  on  Saturday  evening  last,  of  a  most  alarming 
and  disgraceful  character.  A  “  gambling  hell”  in 
Tremont  street,  kept  hy  one  Brown,  was  entered 
by  a  city  constable,  and  some  sixty  young  men 
were  found  in  the  room.  They  were  clerks,  book¬ 
keepers,  cashiers,  &c.  and  are  known  to  have  been 
iu  the  habit  of  resorting  to  this  place.  Nine  only 
were  in  the  act  of  gambling,  and  these  were  arrest¬ 
ed  and  lodged  in  jail.  On  Sunday  they  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  bail,  and  set  at  liberty.  There  are  said 
to  be  more  than  fifty  just  such  places  in  Boston. 
The  corruption  of  morals  which  they  cause  must 
be  terrible,  and  the  loss  of  money  to  merchants 
through  their  gambling  clerks  cannot  be  trifling. 
Why  our  city  authorities  tolerate  these  awful  dens, 
breaking  up  only  one,  and  leaving  half  a  hundred 
to  work  their  infernal  machinery  in  quiet  and  se¬ 
curity,  it  may  not  be  easy  to  tell.  The  recent 
startling  developments  may  lead  to  further  inqui¬ 
ries,  but  it  is  quite  likely  that  there  are  too  many 
dignitaries  in  the  play  to  make  a  very  thorough 
exposure  practicable. 


THE  HOWABB  STREET  OHT7ROH  CASE. 

Some  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Congre¬ 
gationalism  have  of  late  been  undergoing  a  re¬ 
examination,  in  connection  with  difficulties  in  the 
Howard  street  church,  Salem.  A  little  less  than 
two  years  since  a  majority  of  that  chureh  voted  to 
dissolve,  a  large  minority  protesting — a  minority 
which  has  remained  together,  and  which  now  has 
regular  worship  and  an  excellent  pastor.  The  Con¬ 
ference,  however,  rejected  the  delegates  from  that 
church,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  no  longer  a 
church,  and  the  Tabernacle  church  refused  to  dis¬ 
miss  and  recommend  to  that  church  on  the  same 
ground.  This  last  refusal  resulted  in  the  calling  of 
a  council  by  the  member  to  whom  a  letter  was 
denied,  and  the  result  of  that  council  is  before  me, 
iu  an  octavo  pamphlet  of  sixty  pages.  It  appeared 
only  last  week,  and  is  not  generally  before  the 
public,  as  it  soon  will  be.  The  question  most 
thoroughly  examined,  as  that  on  which  all  minor 
questions  turned,  was,  whether  a  majority  can  dis¬ 
solve  a  church.  The  argument  against  this  assump¬ 
tion  of  power  by  a  majority,  is  learned,  compact, 
perfectly  intelligible,  and  wholly  irresistible.  “  The 
simple  and  undeniable  facts  of  the  case”  are  thus 
stated  in  the  result : 

“  The  Howard  street  church,  at  the  time  when 
the  council  advised  their  dissolution,  consisted  of 
170  members,  50  of  whom  were  males.  At  the 
time  of  the  disbanding  vote,  most,  if  not  all  of  these 
were  still  members  of  the  church,  for  although 
some  had  taken  letters  to  other  churches,  they  had 
not  been  received.  This  church,  on  the  erening  of 
May  4th,  1847,  by  a  vote  of  17  males,  was  declared 
to  be  dissolved,  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  a 
mutual  council.” 

Against  the  above  vote  ten  protested,  and  many 
others  would  have  protested  had  they  been  present, 
so  that  it  was  both  a  small  and  an  accidental 
majority.  The  majority  did,  before  disbanding,  ap¬ 
point  a  committee,  to  give  letters  of  dismission  to 
such  as  desired  them,  but  the  vote  of  dissolution 
was  passed  before  the  letters  were  given,  so  that,  if 
the  vote  was  valid,  neither  the  committee  nor  the 
members  belonged  to  any  church.  The  result  says; 

“  Letters  of  dismission  used  to  be  n^essary  before 
these  new  doctrines.  But  how  would  such  letters

their  connection  with  us  will  be  dissolved.’  But 
the  committee  themselves  belong  to  no  church,  and 
have  no  connection  with  each  other,  or  with  those 
whom  they  profess  to  dismiss.  By  one  potent 
vote,  of  seventeen  men,  all  bonds  have  been  sun¬ 
dered,  all  ties  cut,  and  every  individual  who  w»s 
once  a  member  of  the  church,  floats  as  a  solitary 
atom  on  the  surface  of  the  ocean  of  this  cold  world. 
The  committee  may  indeed  testify  that  they  were 
once  church  members  in  high  standing.  Other 
churches  may  kindly  pick  them  up,  and  take  them 
in,  if  they  see  fit ;  but  the  idea  of  receiving  them 
by  dismission  from  a  non-existing  church  and 
from  which  they  never  asked  a  dismission,  is  too 
absurd  to  be  thought  of  for  a  moment.” 

You  will  see  at  once  that  a  case  like  this  most 
have  awakened  a  very  genend  and  deep  interest  ia 
thia  region.
